aiABCU OF IMPROVEMENT.

Steady Advance in the Onward Move
ment of Enterprise.

Among the earliest notable public
improvements tho east side watrr
power canal stands t. Begun
in lGo, it was not completed until IhoO,
after bankrupting numerous energetic
capitalists, it has proved, however, of
immense importancoto the industrial
development of the city, and is still of
incalculable value "as a sourco
of mechanical power, though
eteam is largely employed even
along the lino it tne ditch
itself, as an auxiliary and substitute in
time of low water. Ths west side canal,
three-quarte- rs of a milo in length, whs
rontructed in lCGt57 by William T.
Powers, who joined with tho Last Side
Water Power company in building the
present dam. Tho two canals furnish
from .CW to 2. 1) horse power and are
lined with mills and factories.
The city is provided with a complete
and etrectivo sewer system, and
the river is spanned by eight fin?
teel bridges hve public and three

railway. Iho head of tho steamboat
chaunel was originally nt tho foot of
Monro-- , l'-a- rl and Canal streets, but
about ls7d the tilling up of tho river
out to the islands was accomplished,
thus udding several blocks to the bent
business of the city. The land-
ing u now at the foot of Wealthy ave-
nue.
